TOWN COUNCH. 


The town council held another reg- 
ular meeting in the council chamber 
last week. 

‘Ihe secretary had received a let- 
ter from the Attorney-General re- 
garding the Riddock property known 
as Lot 1 in Block 3. This property 
is in arrears for taxes, the owner is 
15 years old and the transfer of the 
property to him apparently is in or- 
der, Couns, W. Thompson and C. 
Thompson moved and carried that the 
correspondence regarding this matter 
be filed. 

‘The secretary had talked with 
Adj. Sutherland of Eventide Home 
regarding the water used for irrig- 
tion purposes at the home, ‘The Adj. 
chought that $5 for the use of the 
water for this year quite reasonable 
and ‘would likely be paid just as soon 
as he heard from headquarters, 

The council were advised that the 
iveatments to C, Munroe, who was in 
the sanitarium for many months, had 
oeen discontinued, 

(A schedule of times and rates 
for the new rink had been drawn up 
and submitted to the council. The 
councillors considered it to be all 
right and if adhered to should be 
sat.stactory to ‘everybne. The 
whedule is about th> same as in pre- 
vious years.. 

Couns, MacCallum and W. E. 
Phonpson: That the schedule as sub- 
mitted be adopted as satisfactory to 
ihe council and that water be given 
free to the rink boys for flooding 
purposes, ‘suid water to be regulated 
vy the town handy man, ‘This ce- 
svlution ‘would also cover the curling 
rink —Carried, ; 

The council decided to go after out- 
standing taxes and endeavor to col- 
lect. 

The fire chief reported that all 
business places in town had been in- 
spected and he considered them satis- 
factory. This report was accepted 
and ordered filed, 

The next question was the sewer 
extensions to Jeffers Bros, and J. W. 
Moss residences, The secretary 
would like to have these matters ad- 
justed as at December 31, 1932, The 
adjustment with Jeffers Bros, could 
he made and credit given them on 
account of frontage and water rental 
from the R. C. M. P. barracks since 
they connected with the sewer. The 
secretary was instructed to pay them 
any balance owing as at Dec. 31, 1982, 
If the secretary could finance the 
Jeffers Bros transaction he was in- 
structed to adjust J, W. Moss sewer 
also at at Dec, 31, 1982, 

A few water users were in arrears 
The council instructed the secretary 
as well as the waterworks committee 
that in future all water users in ar-

A letter had been received from the 
Attorney-General advising the town 
that it had to raaintain its own police 
force, 

The council were not sure whether 
the dirt from the new skating rink 
would be of any use on the streets 
as had been suggested.” It was felt 
that nothing could be done about this 
at the present time as far as the town 
fas concerned.

Proposed Arbitral Board in Presenting Company’s Case Before Senate

Mr, B.W. Beatty continued, “will 
Chairman and President show that the 
Canadian Pacific Ry. jurisdiction of 
the Arbitral Tribunal embra 
matters of so great importance 
to amount to virtual control in 
all major branches of its under- 
taking. Take alone the aubjects 
of joint terminals and the pooling 
of traffic. The former are the 
nerve centres of railway opera- 
tions, and the latter involve the 
whole benefits received from such 
-operations, It is to he open to 
either party to propose measures 
involving these vital matters, and, 
if agreement iz not reached, both 
the principle of the proposal and 
the terms on which itis tobe car- 
riedout are to be left to arbitra- 
tion, It will be noted that every 
one of the subjects involve ques- 
tions of policy, questions of ad- 
ministration, and, underlying both 
of those, questions of finance, and, 
for that reason, they are in my 
submission, not fit and proper to 
be determined by arbitration, The 
Company welcomes the suggestion 
of voluntary agreement as to such 
matters, They are quite proper- 
ly the subject of voluntary co- 
operation, but the Company is 
startled by the suggeation that 
they may be forced upon it by an 
authority not responsible to its 
shareholders, Control by a tri- 
bunal constituted as proposed 
should not ne imposed upon a pri- 
vately owned railway company 
operating in competition with the 
Government Railways, , 
»“The sweeping character of the 
arbitration foature of the Bill is 
shown by the provisions of Sec- 
tlon 17, which declares that it is. 


to extend to all disputes between 
the two companies, Probably this 
expression was intended as inci- 
dental to the measures of co-ope- 
ration enumerated in Section 19, 
but, in any case, it opens up a 
very wide field of jurisdiction, 

“As to the Arbitral Tribunals, it 
will be observed that whether 
they consist of three or five mem- 
bers, the Canadian Pacific is in 
every case to have a voice in the 
appointment of only one member 
of the Board, In the last anuly- 
sia, therefore, the Company will 
be completely divested of control 
of its property in favour of an 
outside authority. I cannot too 
strongly urge upon you the seri- 
ous nature of this feature of the 
Bill, as well from the standpoint 
of public policy as of the rights 
and interests of the shareholders 
of the Canadian Pacific. 

“To control of its undertaking 
as provided by the existing statu- 
tory law, the Company takes no 
exception, Regulations through 
the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers and the control of rates, faci- 
lities and services in the interest 
of the public is a proper subject 


g | Of legislation, but Part IIT, of the 
g| Proposed Bill is a very different 


matter. 


“If it be the view of Parliament 
that co-operation shall be con- 
trolled and directed by another 
and independent tribunal, whose 
decisions shall be final and bind- 
ing on the Canadian Pacific, then 
I would suggest, for your consid- 
eration, that the Government of 
Canada and the Canadian Pacific 
should enter into an agreement 
for a period of years by which the 
Company would agree to this 
form of administration upon re- 
ceiving protection to the holders 
of its securities and shares; that 
consideration being given because 
of the relinquishment of the con- 
trol of their own property during 
the term of such agreement.” 

In leading up to his statement 
of the Company's. position, Mr. 
Beatty pointed to the great part 
the Company has played in the 
up-building of Canada and argued 
that the proposed Arbitral Board 
was in fact an invasion of the 
Companys’ charter rights,—rights 
granted it in return for construct- 
Ing the road and thus making 
Confedération an established fact. 

“During the fifty years of its 
existence the Company's under- 
taking has expanded with the 
growth of the country,” he said, 
“until its property investment now 
represents more than $1,100,000,- 
000, held by not less than 180,000 
share and security holders, over 
50,000 of whom are Canadians. 


sued $270,000,000 Ordinary Capital 
Stock at an average premium of 
42%, receiving therefor $382,616,- 
000 all without expense to the Do- 
minion, direct .or indirect. At 
that average price, a dividend of 
6% yields a return of only 3.53% 
to the shareholders on their in- 
veatment, It is my submission to 
your Committee that the magni- 
tude of their undertaking and its 
importance to the country entitle 
them to consideration in any le- 
gislative measure affecting their 
control of their property. They 
have provided Canada with a 
transportation service on land and 
sea that is unexcelled in the 
world, and there ja no part of her 
settled territory and no phase 
of her commercial life and wel- 
fare that is not touched by the 
operations of the Company and 
concerned in the continued suc- 
cess of its enterprise. As the 
Royal Commission has said, the 
Company is Canada’s largest tax- 
payer. Its tax bill during the 
last ten years averaged more than 
$7,000000 per annum, and since 
its incorporation it has patd up- 
ward of $116,000,000 in taxes. Dur- 
ing the last fifteen years it has 
contributed to the Federal ex- 
chequer the sum of $25,500,000. As 
a citizen it has contributed its 
full share to institutions of a pub- 
llc nature for the advancement of 
social and commercial welfare.” 
The Company, he contended, has 
been the foremost agency in Can- 
ada, in the work of colonization, 
immigration and development, and 
as a war effort bad been able to 
advance or guarantee to the Em- 
pire cause more than $100,000,000, 
and to furnish means of transpor- 
approximately 1,000,000 
nd 4,000,0U0 tons of war 


Mr. Beatty referred to the con- 
solidation of the Government rail- 
ways ten yearsago, The Canadian 
National had at once begun an 
active and aggressive. campaign of 
competition backed by the credit 
and resources of the Government. 
To alleviate the situation arising 
out of that competition the Bill 
proposed close co-operation be- 
tween the Canadian National and 
the Canadian Pacific in order to 
effect necessary economies, 

“So far as the Canadian Pacific 
is concerned,” he continued, “we 
would accept a statutory direction 
that we should co-operate ‘because 
we are willing to co-operate. We 
are satisfied that a fuller measure 
of co-operation will be secured 
from three causes, first, the ne- 
ceasities of the situation; second- 
ly, the statutory direction by Par-

pany, and, thirdly, because of the 
credtion of a board of trustees 
specially charged with the duty of 
carrying out the policy of Parlia- 
ment in this respect. 

“I observe in some of the ad- 
dresses delivered in the Senate 
upon the bill that some phases of 
the measure were advocated or 
accepted in the belief apparently 
that there was no other alterna- 
tive which would bring about the 
economies so sorely required. 
Quite obviously, there is only one 
way in which the maximum @co- 
nomies are obtainable and that is 
unification for the purpose of ad- 
ministration, whether for a limit- 
ed number of years or for a long 
term, The Royal Commission has 
considered and rejected 
plan for reasons they ha’ 
plained in the Report, but 
can be no doubt of its very great 
advantages from the point of view. 
of economy and efficiency, @ 

“I am not an alarmist, nor am 
IT a pessimist so far as Canada is 
concerned, I commend, however, 
to the committee the conclusions 
in the last paragraph of the Re- 
port of the Royal Commission as 
to the effect on the Dominion’s 
finances and on the Companys’ 
position unless we take heed of 
the present grave situation and 
adopt drastic measures to correct 
it, have already said that I 
regard the Railway problem as 
the most vital domestic problem 
confronting the Canadian people. 
In spite of its importance, there 
is a great lack of understanding 
of what the real facts are, and in 
consequence there has been until 
recently very widespread apathy 
about it.” e 

Mr. Beatty pointed out that the 
Royal Commission had found that 
the identity of the two railways 
should be maintained, but that 
there should be a maximum of co- 
operation with a continuance of 
competition. A maximum of 
good will would be necessary to 
reconcile competition and co-ope- 
ration, and he believed that better 
results could be obtained through 
friendly efforts than through an 
Arbitral Tribunal, e 

“The very fact that a higher 
authority exists will tend to relax 
these efforts by weakening res- 
ponsibility,” he declared. “I urge 
this in the interest of both com- 
panies, And it is a peculiar com- 
mentary on the logic of the Com- 
mission’s findings when we read 
that consolidation for the Purpae 
of administration is rejected he- 
cause it would put too great a 
power in the hands of a few men. 
This menace, in their judgment,

Fourteen years have come and gone since that momentous eleventh hour 
of the eleventh day, of the eleventh month of 1918, when the armistice gvhich 
ended hostilities in the greatest war in the history of mankind became effec- 
tive. Once again the people of Canada observe ‘Remembrance Day,”—a 
day on which they pay tribute to the memory of the thousands of their fel- 
low citizens, men and women, who gave their lives {n a cause which to them, 
and to us who survive, was a sacred, a noble cause, namely, a war to end 
war. 

But as we look back over those fourteen years, and as we view the state 
of the world today, we are perplexed as we seek an answer to the question: 
Has war, after all, been ended? We are disturbed and suffer disquietude as 
we contemplate the present world situation. Were the sacrifices of 1914-1918 
all in vain? Is something worse to follow? 

The nations of the world have not disarmed; quite the reverse is true. 
Armaments are greater and more deadly today than they were in July, 1914. 
There have been numerous attempts to reduce armaments, but none to do 
away with them altogether, and the attempts at reduction have been feeble 
and for the most part ineffective. 

Under the terms of the Peace Treaty Germany was disarmed, and her 
allies reduced to a position of impotence for the time being) But in disarm- 
ing Germany, the Allies tacitly agreed to bring about world disarmament. 
They have failed to do so, and now Germany is insisting on one of two 
things, elther that the Allies proceed to disarm or that Germany be permit- 
ted to re-arm, The German demand is a reasonable one. The Allies cannot 
expert to hold a great, proud and powerful people in the position which the 
German people are forced to occupy at the present time. 

What is to be the outcome? Will the Allies at last make a real, a deter- 
mined, an honest attempt to disarm? If they do not, they will either have to 
agree to the re-arming of Germany, or that country will proceed to re-arm 
without their consent, and who will, or can, stop her? 

But did the World War end war? As a matter of fact, is not the war 
still in progress, but in another form which is bringing ruin upon all nations 
and imposing huge and incalculable losses and intense suffering upon millions 
of people? The weapons now employed are not bullets and bombs and 
bayonets, ‘but extreme nationalist policies of many kinds,—restrictive trade 
measures, prohibitive tariffs, trade quotas, immigration quotas, with each 
nation striving to promote its own interests by working some harm to other 
nations. Where do we find two nations working in cordial co-operation to 
advance, not only their own welfare but the welfare of each other, and the 
world at large? Rather, are not the nations engaged in waging war upon 
each other actuated solely by the motive of the survival of the fittest? 

Narrow nationalism kept alive by, and in turn keeping alive, racial and 
religious suspicions, passions and bitterness, rules today, with every nation 
excusing its own selfishness, its own narrowness and bigotry, on the ground 
that other nations started it,.are worse than they are, and that they are 
merely providing needed self-protection for themselves. 

So we find Russia, while teaching its farmers and workers how to build 
and use tractors, at the same time instructing them in the mechanism and 
operation of tanks for use in war. We find democracy overthrown in Italy 
and a war-like dictatorship set up. Fearing each other the countries of 
Europe adopt policies the result of which is ruin to the agriculturists of 
Canada, the United States, and all of the great food exporting countries of 
the world. The United States and France grab all the gold in the world and 
store it away in vaults indifferent to the fact that thereby they bring finan- 
cial chaos upon the world. Each nation is out to kill the trade of all other 
nations, and they have succeeded to the extent that tens of millions of men 
and women are thrown out of work. 

It is a disheartening picture, and no one nation seems to have the 
courage to face it, grapple with it, make a break in the vicious circle, and 
attempt to cut the cords which are throttling and strangling mankind. 
Instead, the old, threadbare excuse is given and acted upon,—the other fellow 
is doing it, he is to blame, and I must follow suit or be submerged.” 

If this attitude is maintained much longer complete world collapse is 
inevitable. Conditions resulting are nothing but a hotbed in which anarchy 
thrives and grows apace, All the enemies of law and order, all the faddists 


with pet but unsound theories of their own, are preying upon the public in all! 


countries, promising to create utopias if the people will only arise en masse 
and destroy everything now existing and which has been built up out of the 
labor, the experience, the sufferings of the generations of the past. 

It is the whole system that is wrong, so these agitators declaim, but 
nothing is quite so wrong as such statements, It is not the system that is 
wrong, although like all systems it must constantly change and improve in an 


ever-changing world to meet conditions as they, too, change. No, the fault lies 


in the hearts and minds of people themselves, They still maintain their old 
suspicions and dislikes of each other; they hate any race and language but 
their own; they scorn any religion but their own; each nation suffers either 
from fear or a superiority complex because one or the other is the predomin- 
ating trait of character of the individual men and women who make up the 
nation. It is the individual view which finds expression in purblind national 
policies, 

Many of the politicians and statesmen of the world, the men chosen to 
direct national and international policies, realize the situation and left to 
themselves would be'able to accomplish much to remedy it and remove the 
danger which is imminent, but their people will not support them; the masses 
would sweep them aside and put others in their place to continue to insist 
upon policies of extreme narrow nationalism. It is their own suffering they 
are thus determined to maintain, and their ultimate undoing which they will 
bring about, unthinkingly, heedlessly, and from purely selfish motives,

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British Scientists Make 
Remarkable Discovery 


Find Caterpillars Cause Of River 
Waters Turning Black 

A remarkable discovery was made 
by British scientists in the Eden- 
bridge and Oxted district’ of Kent and 
Surrey recently. Quite unaccountably, 
the Waterways in this area were rap- 
idly being turned black, and it was 
alleged that pollution from sewage 
farms wassthe cause. 

As a result, the department of 
botany of the British Museum was in- 
vited to probe the mystery. Samples 
of water were taken from the streams 
at various points and analyzed, when 
the sewage farms were exonerated, as 
the same ingredients were present 
both above and below the outfalls. 

It was then noticed that paths and 
roadways alongside the streams, and 
overhung by oak trees, were thickly 
covered with a sooty material consist- 
ing of partially digested leaves which 
hag been devoured by millions of cat- 
erpillars of the green oak moth. 

By a very odd coincidence, this sub- 
stance, washed down by natural 
drainage, had combined chemically 
with certain salts in the stream 
water, and the result was the manu- 
facture of a natural ink. 

This insect is quite capable of de- 
stroying an oak forest, but fortunate- 
ly there is a natural check in the 
shape of a beardless fly known as 
the empis, or little hawk fly, which 
preys on the adult moths and is thus 


of immense value in saving thousands 
of pounds worth of native timber.— 
Tit-Bits,

By Barra On Scottish Coast 

Lonely Barra, the southernmost 

outpost of the Outer Hebrides, and 


the newest lifeboat station in Scotland, 


is to be honored by the possession of, 
one of the most powerful of Britain's 
latest motor Hfeboats. 

Its inaugural ceremony took place 
fat Cowes, where the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution's building yards 
are situated. The boat will be form- 
ally presented to the institution by 
Sir Percy Mackinnon, chairman of 
Lloyd's. The honored name of 
“Lloyd's” has been given to the boat 
to commemorate the fact that for 
over a century, and from its earliest 
days, Lloyd's has been one of the 
most generous supporters of Britain's 
lifeboats. 

The new boat has a line-throwing 
gun and an electric searchlight. She 


| is fitted throughout with electricity, 


and fitted with an oil-spray in the 
bows for spraying oil on the waves 
to smooth the water round the wreck. 
After the ceremony she will go to her 
station on Barra Island, and there 
is little doubt she will maintain the 
high traditions of the Scottish service.

Deafness May Be Inherited 


Opinion Of J. W. Tinkle Of Ohio 
State University 

Human beings inherit deafness ac- 
cording to John W. Tinkle, of the De- 
partment of Genetics at Ohio State 
University. 

In comparison, the crossing of two 
white sweet peas which came from a 
common stock may produce a purple 
bloom because the purple trait was 
latent in both flowers, so normal par- 
ents may produce a deaf child if deaf- 
ness is a trait characteristic of both 
families. s 

Tinkle drew his conclusions by tak- 
ing 25 persons with an audiometer, 
tracing their family histories. These 
experiments showed deafness is a 
complete trait—a fact which was not 
certain before. 

Tinkle thinks persons, in whom 
deafness is a hereditary trait, should 
not marry deaf persons. Moreover, it 
is dangerous for two deaf persons 
to marry for in the present state of 
knowledge they may not be able to 
ascertain whether their deafness is 
hereditary or not, > 

As a result of his study, Tinkle 
will receive the degree of doctor of 
philosophy from Ohio State Univer- 
sity.

Book Of Remembrance To Be Ilumin- 
ated By Montreal Man 

A five-year task of illuminating the 
Book of Remembrance which will 
contain the names of the 68,000 
Canadian men and women who died 
overseas from August 1914 until the 
disbandment of the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force in 1922 is the life-work 
of William Purves, who exhibited a 
rough sample of the proposed Book 
in the McGill University Library 
here. The completed work will be 
placed in a specially-built vault in the 
Peace Memorial Tower in the Parlia- 
ment Buildings at Ottawa. 

“The work I am now engaged on 
is my life-work,” said Mr. Purves 
when interviewed, “If I live the next 
five years to finish the job I shall feel 
that my life has not been spent in 
vain.” 

The Book of Remembrance contain- 
ing 450 leaves of the finest calf-skin 
vellum will be bound in purple 
Morocco leather, mounted on solid 
gold and engraved with the Canadian 
Coat of Arms. The 68,000 names will 
be inscribed by hand on the parch- 
ment the work of several men, but 15 
pages will be fully illuminated by Mr. 
Purves. 

He intends to tell pictorially, year 
by year, the story of the war; for 
instance, the theme for 1914 will be 
the carrying of troops by the navy, 
for 1915, the pouring in of men from 
every province to aid their country, 
end so on.

Invention of a valveless four-cylin- 
der motor for boats is claimed at 
Indianapolis, by John Irvine, who says 
he worked eighteen years on the pro- 
ject. Irivine believes the invention 
may result in vast alterations in en-

Valveless motors of two cylinders 
are in use, according to Irvine, but 
four-cylinder engines failed because 
of sticking of cylinders.
